Mr. Boyd has explained to the Com- 
missioners that unless he receives an 
Increase In salary this year he will he 
compelled to resign his position and 
go back to his farm where he can 
make a much larger amount of money. 

This matter will probably come be- 
fore the Commissioners officially at 
their next regular meeting for some 
conclusion as Mr. Boyd's term expires 
the first of N ovember.

Amsterdam, September 25— Chan- 
cellor Von Hertllng of Germany says 
he Is ready for peace based, in prin- 
ciple, upon President Wilson's 14 
points. 

Th(s statement, according to ad- 
vices received here today, was made 
in the chancellor's speech to the Main 
Committee of the Reichstag yesterday. 
The chancellor Bald he had evinced 
such readiness in his Bpecch of Feb- 
ruary 25, to which, however, he point* 
ed out, Wilson has not replied. 

Members of the Main Committee are 
reported to be dissatisfied with Von 
Mert ling's speech, considering It un- 
equal to the gravity of the situation 
Party leaders of the Uelchstag met 
this morning to decide their attitude 
toward Von Hertllng. 

"In regard to President Wilson's 14 
points, my speecn of February 25 
showed that I agreed, In principle, 
wltlfa peace on such a basis, but Wil- 
son haB not answered that speech." 
the chancellor said. 

"We desire general disarmament 
and freedom of the seas. The foreign 
secretary will discuss the political 
situation, particularly the Austrian 
note." 

Von Hertllng said that while the 
military situation Is grave, there is 
no reason for the German people to 
feel disheartened. 

"You are aware deep discontent 
has seized upon wide clrcleB of the 
population, on account of the suffer- 
ngs and deprivations of war," the 
chancellor said. 

"Our last big offensive did not 
bring the success we hoped. The 
army command found itself forced to 
withdraw to the so-called Slgfrled 
line. The situation Is grave, but there 
g no cause to .be faint-hearted. We 
have already passed through harder 
times." . I

cure Deferred Classification In 
Draft For Hmtm. 

County AkpiiI Frank Boyd In In re- 
ceipt of the following eonrmuntcatlon 

from Assistant Secretary of tlie A«rl- 
oulture Department, Clarence Ousley. 
It ahoulil be read carefully by all 
seeking deferreil classification on 
agricultural grounds: 

In the matter or the deferred class- 
Iflcatlon of farm operator! and work- 
ers, the Ofllclal United States Bulle- 
tin ( ,r September 11, mis. contains a 
very Important statement by Provost 
Manthai General Crowder. He calls 
special attention to two facts One of 
these facts Is that the basis for defer- 
red classification require* something 
more than the mere tilling out or n 
questionnaire. 'Some one must Indi- 
cate that the .Individual case Is one 
. which should arrest the special at- 
tention of the Pruft Hoard In respec t 
. to the registrant's occupational 
status." says General Crowder. To 
the question. "What happens to the 
registrant neglecting to state his 
claims for deferred classification?" he 
replied: "If he does not put them 
down in this questionnaire and no one 
else puts them down, the claim can 
not bo considered." The second fact 
is that it Is the duty nf an employer to 
ai his necessary employees in a nee- 
essary occupation in presenting their 
cases to the Board. 
These statements of General Crowd- 
'' er need to be given wide publicity. 
They also carry the inference that 
County Agenest. Slate Farm Help 
Specialists, Agricultural Advisers, 
and all others interested In the food 
production program ofS the war. 
should assist all necessary rami work- 
ers. Including farm owners and man- 
agers, in receiving the deferred classi- 
fication that the War Department de- 
sires then to have. 

The following are extracts from 
General Crowder's statement: 

"I have noticed, In the general ex- 
pressions of the public attitude which 
reach this office, two frequent fea- 
tures which lead me to the present 
comments. One of these features is 
the belief that the process or award- 
ing deferred classification to a regis- 
trant requires merely the tilling out 
of the questionnaire, and that the se- 
lective-service boards will perceive 
the propriety of making the determent 
without the assistance furnished Uf 
the registrant's formal claim indicat- 
ing the deferment desired. The other 
feature is the employer's failure to 
realize his responsibility to intervene 
In aiding the boards determination, 
and therefore to Inform himself fully 
on all the considerations which should 
affect the decision as to deferment. 
Both of these features are due to a 
single larger fact, viz., a ruilure on 
the part of many to reflect on the in- 
dustrial considerations governing de- 
ferred classification.

It must be pointed out that If it were 
universally acted upon, the process or 
classification would be seriously 



BIG HUN SHELLS MAKE EX- 
PLOSIVE IN AIR, IS BELIEF 



French Experts .Say Two Liquids 
1'iille After Leaving Nuper-lliin. 

Karls— That the bursting charge of 
shells rrom the German long range 
guns is mixed while the projectiles 
are In actual flight Is the belief of 
Frencli scientists, according to a tech- 
nical Journal published here. 

When the shelling of I'nrls began It 
was noticed that the explosion of a 
shell produced a cloud of black smoke 
mixed with a little Hint was white, 
god accompanied by a strong smell 
of ether. Recently the smoke has 
been entirely white and light, the eth- 
er odor persisting. 

No shell that failed to explode has 
been found, nor even an entire fuse, 

Indicating how delicate and reliable 

the explosive is. 

This tact leads experts to suppose 
that the shell Is charged with two 
liquid explosives, separated by the 

perforated partition which is known 
to exist In the center of the projec- 
tile. 

When the shell is tired nt a high 
angle the liquid In the upper end com- 
bines with that In the lower chamber, 
and churned by the violent rotation, 
produces at the moment of impact, 
three minutes later, a prfect mixture. 

This would explain, it Is said, the 
ability of the charge to resist the 
enormous shock when tired and the 
remarkable uniformity of the explo-

TERMINALS FOR 
THE CITIES ALONG 
THE MISSISSIPPI 

In Drder to Handle Business of Gov- 
ernuieiit Barge Line Cities Are 
Asked to Build Adequate 
Terminals. 

Cities along the river will be ex- 
pected to locate nnd construct modern 
terminals. Such terminals are need- 
ed to handle expeditiously and econo- 
mically the commodities that should 
be transported by the Government 
Bnrge line. 

In locating Its river-terminal each 
city must first determine the kind and 

probable of the tonnage which 

ough to move by river. When tills is 
known the location, character and ap- 
proximate cost of the terminal may be 
determined. 

The exnet location must be decided 
upon by the city's engineer In confer- 
ence with experts representing the 
Director of the Federal Barge Line 
nnd the engineers of the Mississippi 
Itiver Commission whose approval 
will be required. The River Commis- 
sion Engineers will he glad to con- 
sult with the city's representatives 
but will not locate or prepare plans 
for docks. 

The essentials for an up-to-date 
river terminal are: 

1. Ten feet or more of water In 
front of the dock nt all Btagos or the 
river. 

2. A snro harbor, rree from cross 
currents, eddies, or obstructions that 
mi#ke landing or departure difficult or 
drtpigcrous. 

3. Accessibility, and light grad- 
ients to and from the land. 

4. Such racilltles as will expedite 
handling. 

5. Room to expand. 

H the city la small and rail ser- 
vice limited, the business done on the 
river will be largely local. In this 
case the terminal may be simple, but 
should be so located ns to be easily 
reached by street-traffic and may need 
no direct railoonnectton. However. 
It must be so constructed as to be 
readily reached by the Barge Line 
ami so equipped as to cause the mini- 
mum delay to the same. 

The design of the terminal, wheth- 
er It shall he built of timber or cf 
more permanent material at increased 
cost: whether there Is need ror an in- 
expensive derrick a locomotive or 
gantry crane, a telpher system, one or 
more elevators, an eseulator or end- 
less belt, or a combination of two or 
mure of these handling systems 
whether hand propelled or motor 
driven trucks are required; these 
and slmllur questions will be decided 
by the terminal engineer after care- 
ful study of each special problem. 

Iu short, we adviso each river city 
to select a small committee of repre- 
sentative business men. and empower 
them to employ an engineer of exper- 
ience who will (a) assist them In 
making a study of their city's spe- 
cial problem; (b) represent the city 
in negotiations with both the River 
and Rail interests, (c) so locate, and, 
when possible, so design, the terminal 
that it may be extended, more tracks 
added, warehouses built, and special 
machinery installed as business de-
